Mr. Godfrey’s enthusi- 
asm and knowledge has 
been behind the in- 
troduction of radio to the 
school, but he says he 
wasn't always so enthu- 
siastic. 

In fact he says he be- 
came a licensed amateur 
radio operator under 
duress. . 

When he was teaching 
at Yallourn Technical 
School a letter arrived 
from the Wireless In- 
stitute of Australia about 
a Youth Radio Scheme. 

His pupils were keen to 
join, but it meant he had 
to sit for an exam for his 
amateur radio licence — 
and he didn’t have the 
confidence. 

But the boys kept at 
him and even produced an 
application form for the 
exam filled out for him 
with everything but his 
signature. . 

So he had to have a go 
—~ and passed, of course. _ 

And since then he’s 
brought his idea to two 
other schools — Traralgon 
Tech. and now Altona 
North.

tip capacity,” he said. 

Mr. Simmons said the 
old tip adjacent to The 
Pines was filled and closed 
on October 20. 

“Pending the develop- 
ment of another tip, a sec- 
tion of the garbage tip 
adjacent to the western 
end of Apex Park has been 
allocated for the tipping of 
general rubbish from pro- 
perties within the muni- 


cipality,’’ said Mr. 
Simmons.
